Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-10 in the reply filed on 
03/07/2006 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 11, 14, 17 and 19 remain withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 21-23 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

5. Claims 21-23 recite the limitation "wherein said reaction mixture has a viscosity 
of between 7 and 42 cps measured at 40 °C." However, each of these claims ultimately 
depend from claim 1 , which requires that said reaction mixture has a viscosity of at least 
10 cps measured at 40 °C." There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in 
these claims. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1 , 2, 8-10 and 21-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated 
by or, in the alternative, 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Goldberg et al., 
for reason cited in the previous action. 

9. Claims 1-10 and 21-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sekmakas or Kun Cao 
et al., for reason cited in the previous action. 

Response to Arguments 

10. Applicant's arguments filed 03/07/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 
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1 1 . Firstly, while applicant seems to be argue against the rejection based on Kun 
Cao et al. or, even applicant in the discussion admits the teachings in Kun Cao et al. 
and Sekmakas of processes involving polymerizing the water-insoluble monomer with 
the hydrophilically functional monomer in the reaction medium with the stabilizer. The 
processes need not be the most beneficial or preferred to be anticipated in the prior art. 

Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1 (b) because they amount 
to a general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically 
pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the 
references. 

1 2. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., high hydrophilic monomer concentration and monomer distribution) are not recited 
in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

1 3. Further regarding Goldberg et al., the claimed viscosity (measured at 40 °C) has 
no upper limit. Newly added claims 21-23 are indefinite and unclear as they lack 
antecedent passed from the originally claimed invention (see above). 
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14. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
